Their strug- 
gles, their glories, tbtlr failures, are themes 
r roman ce. 

These disturbance* are another kind. AV- 
thouga Mtximilitn tells us that the empire is 
fully established; peace relgrs, and govern- 
ment is Irinmphani; the fierce passions that 
irred the political pot are cooled; still, al- 
though tbey tell us this, the pet still k»eps 
up its incessint bnboling. Lmer writers 
speck of Ihe condition of the couatry 
frightfuL The guerrillas are everywhere 
and security nowhere. Even towns that h.iled 
Maximilian with trinrnphil arches and wild 
hosinnts are either restiva or rebellions. 
States give vent to open expressions of hos- 
tility. The M x <■ id civil authority at Tam- 
pico has been removed by the military com- 
mandaot. All the civil c filers of the Depart 
ments of Vera Crns, Ialisco Puebla and 
Thacala arc to bo removal. There was a 
little kinurbance at 8»n Luis. Tlree hun- 
dred persons were arrested aid thirty.five of 
them 8'o.ot without the formality of a trial. 
It reilly looks hard for the manufactured 
mperor and Lis empire. Lie soetns to have 
ome Into (ce porsrsd n not of an elephant 
but cf a rcyal Bengal tiger, with a perverted 
t r e for hum v i! sh. 

This may be beciu^e Mexico never was quiet 
and cacnot be expected to begin new; but the 
general diffusion of the spirit of disorder, its 
hall savage resistance to measures and men, 
do not present a very pleasing picture of the 
future to Maximilian. 

At the bottom of it all may bo and doubtless 
Is a fierce, uiqjcccasble spirit of resistance 
to foreign Jomh.atioa and mo- archie il rule. 
Dltorder— reslatacca— rebc 1 on— feed end fat- 
ten on it. It Is the desperate, reckless out- 
burst of a people eoeqaerwd bat not cruthetl, 
erd impossible to be crushed. The ay, the 
cord, the bullet and the bayonet are unavailing 
in putting it dow:. The airae fire smoulders 
lu ell hearts, to flame cut In a moment, a 
adful lesson to thesa who wouid crush a 
free people.

REPOBTS OP C OMMITTEES. 

Mr. Marshall— JudiclarT— Resolutions in re- 
lation to the abolition ot slavery. 

The committee offered a resolution that all 
resolutions in relation to tbe subject of 
slavery be referred to a committee of nine, 
to b* appointed, one from each Cxigressloral 
district. 

Mr. Kinney, in a bold and open manner, 
discu-sed the qnestion at length. 
To; report was then adopted. 

RBSTLCTIOWS. 

Mr. Webb offered the follawingjreeolutlons, 
which were referred: 

/> ' / by th* Gentrd A***mUy of the Com- 
mon wealth of Ktntu- ky, That It Is the sense of 
thla General Assembly that the people of Ken- 
tucky have the exclusive right. In accordance with 
the fundamental principle* of the American system 
of government, to determine whether they will tol- 
erate or abolish African slavery in this State. 

1 Ftmtvtd, That It is wholly Inconsistent with 
the genius of our republican Institutions, and in 
violation of the spirit, if not of the latter, of the 
Federal Constitution for any member of the States 
or the National Congress to seek, under the cover 
of an amendment, to regulate the mere local affairs 
of any one or more of the States of the Union. If 
it is competent, by such an amendment, to fotce 
tbe people of one State against their will to banish 
a domestic institution which is authorized by its 
own laws, it is equally competent.by a 11k* amend- 
ment, to force the people of another State against 
their wishes to tolerate a domestic Institution 
which is forbidden by it* own local laws. 

8. R. soltfd, The preservation of American Con- 
stitutional unity depends em the maintenance of 
tbe doctrines of perfect non-intervention by the na 
tional government with the domestic affairs of th* 
States. A settled departure from this doetrtne 
leads to a consolidated despotism and the subver 
(ion of the principles upon which the sovernmenl 
was originallv established. 

4. Ketolted', That Kentucky ia folly able to man 
ago her own domestic affairs in her awn way, and 
that la the orjln on of thla General Assembly the 
proper and legitimate mode for th* people of the 
State to determlde all questions relating to the 
future continuance of African slavery within their 
midst is to call a convention la pursuance of 
the proris'ous of that State Constitution. 

Mr. McLatod efferred the following reeo In 
tion which took the aame course: 

Rtnolrtd by the General A terribly, a%c. That slave- 
ry ts a local lnetltut'on. and of right must be eott- 
troled by those la the locality where it exist*, and 
that the'power to control and regulate thia Inetltn- 
t ion was reserved to the States at the ttma of d«le- 
-ating power to the Genera! Government. 

3 Thai Kentucky claims to heraelf the exclusive 
right over this subject, and will, where it become* 
destructive to the interest of the State, Institute 
such measures by an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion aa will totally eradicate it therefrom. 

S That the General or federal Government pos- 
ses no power over this Institution, and cannot, 
without an Infringement of reserved rights, abol- 

'*4 'That our Senators aad Representative* in the 
Congress of the Cnited State* be, aad they are here- 
by requested and tnstmcted to rote and BMtaatr In- 
fluence against all proposition* that may bo sub 
mltted to them to abollsn slavery where, by the lo- 
cal law, it exista, either by aa amendment to the 
Federal Constitution or otherwise
